In  my  search  to  correctly  place  Sylvanus  Nathan6  Beckwith  in 
the  proper  family  tree,  I  found  many  mistakes  in  the  Beckwith  Gene 
alogies,  including  the  collateral  branches  in  the  families  of  Syl¬ 
vanus  Nathan6  Beckwith  and  his  wife  Lucinda6  Smith.  These  correc¬ 
tions  and  their  known  descendants  have  been  listed  in  these  notes. 


X.  Matthew  Beckwith  -  (Beckett,  Beckley) 

The  late  Gen  •  Simeon  Pox  of  Manhattan,  Kansas,  a  capable  Gene¬ 
alogist  with  a  good  knowledge  of  the  early  families  of  New  London 
writes  "that  Matthew  Beckwith,  the  immigrant  was  not  the  son  of  Mar 
maduke  Beckwith  of  Dacre  and  Clint,  England,  and  was  probably  born 
in  Essex,  England.  His  wife  was  Mary  and  not  Elizabeth  . 


Matthew  immigrated  to  this  country  before  1639,  possibly  as 
early  as  1630.  My  belief  is  that  he  was  a  Trader  who  came  over  in 
one  of  the  maiy  vessels,  name  unknown,  with  a  group  from 
England  who  settled  first  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  and  later  at  Windsor, 

Weather sfi eld  and  Hartford,  Conn.* 

Matthew  was  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  1  Aug.  1639  (Hartford  Public. 
Records  p.  29)  aboard  a  pinnace  (small  schooner)  with  other  members 
of  her  crew.  He  probably  married  one  of  the  families  from  the  above 
towns.  His  two  daughters  married  Watertown,  Mass,  men;  indicating 
a  close  tie  with  these  families. 


These  schooners  were  used  as  trading  vessels  bringing  needed 
supplies  to  new  settlements  and  returning  with  beaver  skins  to  Bos 
ton.  Providence,  New  Amsterdam  and  other  seaports. 

He  apparently  continued  as  a  trader  going  from  one  port  to 
another.  His  home  port  was  at  Lyme,  Conn.,  where  he  kept  his  boat 
This  was  known  as  Beckwith  Cove  (New  London,  Conn.  Rec. 

7  April  1767  William  Smith  of  Lyme,  Conn.,  conveys  land  to  head  or 

Beckwith  Cove). 


While  Matthew  was  married  by  1641/2  he  did  not  acquire  a  Lome 
lot  until  1645.  This  would  indicate  he  lived  on  his  vessel  as  his 
dau.  Mary  b.  abt.  1643  (and  possibly  his  wife)  stayed  with  B-  Barn¬ 
ards  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  until  he  built  a  home. 


Three  of  his  children,  Joseph,  Mary  and  Sarah,  courted  a  long 
distance  from  home  indicating  that  Matthew  sailed  to  these  ports 
giving  his  children  the  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  in  distant 
seaports.  His  daughter  Elizabeth  married  a  sea  captain.

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In  1645  Matthew  bought  land  in  Hartford,  Conn*,  from  Wm.  Platt, 
and  in  1650  bought  land  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  from  Thomas  Porter.  In 
the  Spring  of  1651  he  was  given  a  house  lot  in  New  London  (East  Lyme), 
Conn.

"Oct.  1727  -  Upon  the  Memorial  of  Samuel  Gilbert,  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  Capt.  Joseph  Beckwith  of  Lyme  be  appointed  instead 
of  George  Way,  to  see  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  Capt.  Joseph  Way 
deceased,  in  conjunction  with  the  said  Gilbert,  etc." 

Note:  See  notes  on  Gilbert  Family  p.  25. 

Notes  from  Joshua  Hempstead  Diary  -  "1730  May  22  fair  I  went 
with  Lt.  Chapman,  Mess.  Thomas  Prentis  and  Jno  Richards,  Selectman 
to  seth  the  bounds  between  us  and  Lyme,  also  Capt.  Stephen  Prentis 
with  us,  cuzns.  Thos.  and  John  Lee,  we  met  at  Jno  Champlins  and 
loged  at  Capt.  Jos.  Beckwith." 

Also  "1757  April  Sund  10  fair  I  was  out  all  day  and  in  the  eve 
att.  Colin.  Steven  Lee  to  visit  Mrs.  Riggs,  widow  of  Capt.  Riggs, 

late  of  Derby.  She  is  my  kinswoman  and  own  sister  to  Colin.  Lee,  her 

first  husband  was  Capt.  Joseph  Beckwith  and  her  second  Deacon  Sterlin 
of  Lyme.  She  was  the  third  daughter  of  my  uncle  Lee  who  lived  and 
died  in  Lyme  and  was  first  of  ys  name  there  and  came  over  as  a  child 

with  my  Grandmother  in  the  first  Settlement  of  this  Country.  He  had 

two  sisters,  one  was  the  mother  of  the  family  of  Hides  in  Norwich 
and  Lebanon,  etc." 


Joseph  Beckwith  in  his  will  states  that  he  is  husbandman  (farm¬ 
er),  mentions  wife  Mary,  a  son  Joseph  and  four  daughters  -  Susanah, 

Mary,  Lydia  and  Dorothy.  Sons  -  Elijah,  Nathan  and  Stephen  were 
without  heirs  at  the  date  of  his  will.  His  three  sons  Joseph,  Thomas 
and  Hezekiah  had  already  received  their  portions.  Nathan  and  Stephen 
were  under  age  according  to  his  will. 

His  widow  Mary(  Beckwith)  Riggs  in  her  will  mentions  her  children 
in  the  following  order:  Joseph,  Lydia,  Thomas,  Hezekiah,  Elijah,  Na¬ 
than  who  was  dead  and  had  given  his  daughter  Mary  his  share,  Stephen, 
Mary,  Dorothy  and  Susanna. 

In  copying  the  will  the  N.E.  Hist.  &  Gen.  Reg.  Vol.  40  misinter¬ 
preted  her  son’s  name  Hezekiah  as  Zachariah.  In  a  letter  dated  13 
April  1954  Mr.  John  G.  Feders,  Town  Clerk  of  Colchester  examined  the 
will  under  a  magnifying  glass  and  stated  the  first  letter  seemed  to 
be  a  "H”  and  copied  the  name  Hezekiah.  As  Hezekiah  was  mentioned  in 
his  father’s  will  it  is  self  evident  that  there  was  not  a  son  Zachariah.

In  the  Census  of  17S0  he  was  listed  in  Canaan  Town,  Colombia

believe  both  he  and  Sylvanus  may  have  left  Lyme,  Conn.,  together  but 
settled  some  distance  from  each  other.  Both  were  Baptists  and  when 
he  married  the  second  time  it  was  at  the  Bengali  Baptist  Church  of 
which  Sylvanus  was  also  a  member.

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Sylvanus  Beckwith  left  his  home  in  East  Lyme,  Conn.,  as  a 
traveling  carpenter  probably  about  1764  or  65  settling  in  Charlotte 
Precinct,  N.  Y.,  say  about  1767.  The  probable  reason  for  leaving 
home  was  the  depression. 

"In  1764  the  American  Colonies  were  in  the  grasp  of  one  of 
those  economic  depressions  which  certain  later  generations  of  Amer¬ 
icans  were  to  feel  acutely.  Prom  Boston  there  were  complaints  that 
the  number  of  vessels  engaged  in  the  East  Indian  Trade  had  been  cut 
down  by  four-fifths  caused  by  the  Sugar  Act  of  1764".  History  of 
New  York  State  by  A.  C.  Flick. 

Furthermore,  being  a  Baptist,  he  naturally  went  to  that  section 
where  they  were  not  prosecuted  and  where  large  numbers  of  Baptists 
were  moving  in  this  undeveloped  section.  Among  those,  you  will  find 
Edward  Avery,  Valentine  nightman,  Nehemiah  and  Samuel  Smith,  Chris¬ 
topher  Sharpe  and  many  others  closely  connected  by  marriage  and 
religion  with  this  Beckwith  family. 

"In  1800  Valentine  Nightman  or  Whitman,  was  in  the  possession 
of  the  Mount  Ross  Mills  (It  may  have  been  previous  to  this.)  and 
kept  a  store.  (Log  Building)  Besides  being  a  merchant,  Nightman 
had  the  distinction  of  being  a  town  officer,  for  at  divers  and 
sundry  times,  he  served  a  summons  venue  and  a  warrant  in  1800  and 
1801  which  he  was  faithful  to  record.  These  were  halcyon  days  for 
pettifoggers  (lawyers)  and  justices,  and  also  for  tavernkeepers, 
who  sold  N.  E.  Rum  for  three  cents  a  drink.  Law  suits  were'  a  sort 
of  poker  game,  the  chips  being  the  cost."  (History  of  Nine  Little 
Partners,  etc.  by  Isaac  Huntting)  This  valentine  Wightman  was 
probably  the  grandson  of  Rev.  Valentine  Wightman  of  Groton,  Conn.  - 
See  Wightman  Family. 

"Here  seems  to  have  been  a  distinguished  resort  for  Baptist 
when  they  were  but  few  in  any  other  part  of  the  State".  (N.  Y.) 
History  of  Baptist  Denomination  by  George  Benedict. 

"The  Baptists  had  a  bad  name  as  religious  radicals.  They  were 
democratic,  did  not  believe  in  infant  baptism,  advocated  by  the 
absolute  separation  of  the  church  from  the  state  and  frequently 
choose  as  ministers  untrained  and  unordained  men".  History  of  New 
York  by  A*  C*  Flick. 

"Stranger  still  is  the  recollection  of  how  these  Puritans, 
having  braved  terrible  hardships  for  personal  liberty  in  worship, 
refused  it  to  others,  in  many  Instances  whipping  Quakers  and  Bap¬ 
tists  out  of  the  Colony".  Connecticut  Trilogy  -  Allis. 

"The  stirring  times  of  the  Revolution  was  approaching  and  like 
his  Baptist  brethren  elsewhere  Elder  Burrows  at  once  esposed  the 
cause  of  freedom  and  saw  in  that  struggle  not  only  the  political 
enfranchisement  of  the  land,  but  a  boom  which  to  him  his  oppres¬ 
sed  people  were  still  dearer  -  freedom  to  worship  God  independently 
of  Civil  Power".  History  of  Groton,  Stark;  also  see  History  of  New 
London,  Caulklns • 
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Charlotte  Precinct  is  located  in  Northeast  section  of  Dutchess 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  is  a  part  of  the  Oblong  Grant,  and  the  Little  Nine 
Partners  Grant,  from  which  the  Town  of  Washington  was  taken.  In 
1793  Stanford  was  taken  from  Washington.  The  villages  of  Bengali, 
Stissing  and  McIntyre  are  in  the  Town  of  Stanford.  The  eastern 
section  of  New  York  was  claimed  by  New  York  and  Conn.,  and  the  bound¬ 
ary  line  was  not  settled  until  after  1800. 

It  was  there  Sylvanus  married  Amy  Southerland.  He  first  lived 
on  a  small  piece  of  land  with  house  and  barn  taken  from  a  farm  orig¬ 
inally  occupied  by  Amy*s  father,  William,  and  later  farmed  by  Smith 
Southerland,  her  nephew. 

The  house  which  Sylvanus  later  built  and  lived  in  is  still 
standing,  as  well  as  a  few  other  old  houses  which  were  called  Beck¬ 
with  Houses. 

Between  June  and  July  1775  he  took  the  Associator!s  Oath  at 
Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y*  He  enlisted  as  a  private.  Sixth  Regiment,  Dutch¬ 
ess  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  was  entitled  to  Land  Bounty  Rights.  He  served 
under  Col.  David  Southerland  and  Capt.  Roger  Southerland.  They  were 
his  brothers-in-law. 

Associator’s  Oath  which  was  the  principals  contained  in  the 
followings 

"General  Association  declaration  recommended  by  Continental  Con¬ 
gress  and  so  resolved  upon  this  Provincial  Congress  for  the  purpose 
of  preserving  our  constitution  and  opposing  the  execution  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  arbitrary  and  oppressing  sets  of  the  British  Parliament  until 
a  reconcilliation  between  Great  Britain  and  America  on  Constitution¬ 
al  Principals.  The  First  Continental  Congress  meeting  was  5  Sept 
1774.  Those  who  signed  and  those  who  did  not  were  so  recorded  in 
Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.w 

Land  Bounty  Rights  in  New  York  State  as  passed  on  March  23,  1782 
gave  the  right  for  two  hundred  acres  to  a  foot  soldier,  no  compensa¬ 
tion  mentioned. 

"Each  individual  was  to  furnish  a  well  fixed  musket  or  fuzee,  a 
good  sword  belt,  cartridge  box,  6  cartridges  of  powder,  a  horn  and 
6  sizable  bullets.  At  his  house,  he  must  have  a  pound  of  good  gun 
powder,  3  pounds  of  sizable  bullets."  New  York  in  the  Revolution  by 
James  A.  Roberts,  Comptroller. 

"Early  in  March  1782  Sylvanus  made  a  trip  to  Lyme,  Conn.  (Now 
having  business  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  where  his  brother  Elisha 
Beckwith  is  confined,  as  the  passport  issued  to  him  reads) •  The 
business  of  Sylvanus  was  to  bring  back  his  aged  father  and  mother." 
Nathan®  Beckwith’s  letter  of  Oct.  1944. 

George  Adsit,  of  Stanford,  N.  Y*,  in  his  will  dated  Oct.  17, 

1796  probated  June  27,  1797,  names  his  friend  Silvanus  (Sic)  Beck¬ 
with  as  an  executor  and  Nathan  S*  Beckwith  was  a  witness. 
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Sylvanus  and  Amy  Beckwith's  Children  -  While  the  Beckwith 
Genealogy  by  Paul  Beckwith  and  the  Beckwith  Notes  mention  but  two 
children,  Nathan  b.  15  Sept*  1778  and  Isreal  b*  23  Sept*  1786 
(should  be  Isaac),  the  above  information  was  apparently  given  by 
the  late  Dr.  Joslah  Beckwith,  jr.,  great  grandson  of  Sylvanus,  as 
he  is  quoted  as  the  authority  by  Nathan8  E.  Beckwith  and  the  late 
Mrs*  Elizabeth7  Odgen  (granddaughter  of  Sylvanus5).  Mrs*  Odgen  in 
a  letter  dated  13  April  1921  said  "Yet  I  have  often  wondered  at  the 
number  of  years  between  my  father* s  birth  and  that  of  his  brother". 
Note:  The  mother  would  be  35  years  old  when  Nathan5  was  born  and 
43  when  Isaac  was  born,  hardly  consistant  with  nature* s  laws  of 
conception. 

Mr.  A*  C.  Beckwith,  author  of  the  Beckwith  Notes  said  in  his 
letter  to  me  dated  1  April  1914  "My  correspondents  of  the  line  of 
Joseph  have  all  been  of  the  family  of  Col.  Nathan.  One  of  these. 

Dr.  Joslah  G.  Beckwith,  jr.,  told  me  that  his  father  visited  New 
London  County  and  gained  his  knowledge  at  first  hand  and  authen¬ 
tically.  We  already  know  that  it  was  Inexact,  but  could  do  little 
in  the  way  of  correction". 

However,  below  are  certain  definite  facts  to  prove  there  were 
more  children.  The  New  York  Census  of  1790  Washington,  N.  Y>,  under 
Sylvanus  Beckwith: 

3  males  over  16  -  himself,  son  Sylvanus  N*,  other 
son's  name  not  known. 

2  males  under  16  -  Sons  Nathan  and  Isaac

This  Sylvanus  Beckwith  family  was  the  only  Beckwith  family  in 
Stanford,  N.  Y.,  area.  It  would  seem  without  question  that  Sarah 
was  his  daughter.  You  will  also  note  that  Sarah  was  a  Southerland 
family  name,  as  Col.  David  and  Capt.  Roger  each  had  a  daughter 
Sarah,  both  considerably  older  than  Sarah  Beckwith  mentioned  above. 
Therefore,  she  was  probably  named  after  them. 

In  the  first  census  every  precaution  was  taken  to  give  the 
true  facts  as  to  the  heads  of  the  members  of  the  family  separating 
other  free  persons  and  slaves  who  lived  at  the  same  abode.  The  act 
providing  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  on  assistants  and  eight  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  on  the  Marshalls  for  failing  to  make  returns  or  making 
false  statements. 

Mr.  Donald  L.  Jacobus,  M.  A.,  noted  genealogist  in  his  letter 
of  26  Jan.  1951  "I  do  not  think  we  can  positively  say  that  every 
person  indicated  in  1790  and  1800  census  was  a  child  of  Sylvanus 
though  I  should  assume  most  of  them  were,  especially  as  the  number 
of  males  and  females  in  each  census  tallied  except  the  departure 
of  the  older  sons.  I  most  certainly  disagree  with  Nathan^  Beckwith 
in  supposing  that  a  different  family  was  living  with  Sylvanus  Beck¬ 
with”. 

The  following  is  substantial  pruof  that  Sylvanus  N.  was  a  son 
of  Sylvanus  of  Stanford,  N.  Y. 

First:  On  August  27,  1914  I  received  a  letter  from  Alfred  C. 

Nichols  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  grandson  of  George  T.  Nichols  which  read 
in  part  ”My  wife,  in  looking  up  records  found  among  my  grandfather 1 s 
(George  T.  Nichols)  papers  some  little  notes.  My  mother  was  Belinda 
Southerland  Beckwith  (her  father  was  Sylvanus7  N.  Beckwith).  My 
grandmother  was  Lucinda  Beckwith,  (his  grandfather  was  Sylvanus^  N. 
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Beckwith)  and  great-grandmother  Amy  Southerland,  who  married  Syl- 
vanus  Beckwith1*.  Belinda  Southerland  Beckwith  was  a  sister  to  my 
grandfather,  Sylvanus7  N.  Beckwith- 

Second:  The  N.  Y.  Census  of  1790  and  1800  proved  that  Syl- 
vanus  had  at  least  8  children.  Instead  of  two. 

Third:  Sylvanus  and  Amy,  —  two  oldest  sons  not  listed  in 
Census  of  1800.  Sylvanus  N.  one  of  these,  made  a  freeman  2  April 
1802  at  Waterford,  Conn.  He  was  29.  This  would  indicate  he  was 
in  Connecticut  but  a  short  time. 

Fourth:  That  Sylvanus6  N.  Beckwith  followed  his  father* s 
occupation  and  religion. 

Fifth:  That  at  least  three  of  his  children  were  named  after 
the  families  of  his  father  and  mother. 

Sixth:  That  no  Southerlands  (Sutherlands)  lived  in  Waterford, 
Conn.,  area  at  the  time  Belinda  Southerland  Beckwith  was  born.  In 
fact,  the  only  Southerlands  who  lived  in  Connecticut  were  in  Green¬ 
wich,  Conn.  One  in  1790,  Roger;  in  1800,  Mary;  in  1810  and  1820, 
Silas  which  proves  further  the  family  connection. 

Seventh:  Southerland  (now  spelt  Sutherland)  was  so  spelt  in 
the  Census  of  1790  and  1800,  1810  and  1820.  The  same  as  Belinda 
Southerland  Beckwith* s  name  was  spelt.  She  was  born  18  Nov.  1812 
in  Waterford,  Conn- 

Eighth:  Sylvanus5  had  a  son  Sylvanus  Nathan6  b.  1773  and  a 
son  Nathan  b.  1778.  Sylvanus  Nathan^  had  a  son  Nathan7  born  1804 
and  a  son  Sylvanus  Nathan7  b.  1821  which  further  proves  the  family 
connection.

The  apparent  reason  for  going  back  to  the 
home  of  his  ancestors  was  the  great  demand  for  ship  carpenters,  who 
received  25$  more  than  house  carpenters  (Adam  Smith* s  Wealth  of  a 
Nation  p.  127)  He  was  a  Baptist  and  belonged  to  Union  Lodge  #31 
raised  17  Feb.  1820  New  London,  Conn.  Late  in  life  he  moved  to  New 
London,  Conn.

The  Thomas  Lee  House  - 

The  first  structure  was  built  for  the  family  of  Thomas  Lee  on 
a  grant  of  land  made  to  him  before  he  left  England,  the  first  addi¬ 
tion  in  1660  and  second  addition  in  1715.  It  is  still  standing  and 
is  maintained  by  the  East  Lyme  Historical  Society,  Inc.,  Connecticut. 
Norman  Isham,  expert  Archeologist  said  "This  extremely  interesting 
old  dwelling  will  take  rank  as  one  of  the  oldest  on  the  shore  of  the 
sound,  and  indeed  in  all  Connecticut". 

The  Lees  owned  all  the  land  along  Bride  Brook  as  far  as  the 
eye  could  see,  but  there  was  an  ancient  dispute  as  to  whether  the 
territory  came  under  the  Authority  of  Lyme  or  New  London.  Final¬ 
ly  it  was  decided  to  settle  the  matter  by  the  time  (honored  method 
of  trial  by  combat)  and  the  Lyme  gladiators  won.  Their  chief,  one 
Reinold  Marvin,  claimed  young  Phebe*  Lee’s  hand  as  a  reward. 

It  was  near  the  old  well  by  the  Lee  House  that  Capt.  Marvin 
made  his  historic  proposal.  Sitting  on  his  sheepskin  saddle  he 
reined  in  his  horse  by  her  side  "Phebe*  the  Lord  has  commanded  me 
to  marry  you"  whereupon  Phebe*-  looked  modestly  down  and  replied 
"The  Lords  will  be  done".  Ensign  Lee's  objections  to  the  match 
did  not  prevent  the  publishing  of  the  banns  which  read: 

"Reinold  Marvin  and  Phebe*  Lee 
Do  intend  to  Marry 
And  though  her  dad  opposed  be 
They  will  no  longer  tarry"

ever  and  turn  from  it  and  that  you  never  give  over  till  you  have 
obtained  converting  grace  from  God. 

Furthermore,  I  charge  you  that  you  chuse  Death  rather  than 
deny  Christ  in  any  wise  or  any  degree  and  that  you  never  turn 
papist  or  hereticks  but  serve  God  in  the  way  you  was  brought  up 
in  and  avoid  all  Evil  Company  lest  you  be  led  into  a  snare  and 
Temptation.  Also  be  careful  to  avoid  all  Excess  in  Drinking  and 
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all  other  sin  and  prophaneness  and  be  always  dutiful  to  your 
mother  and  be  kind  to  one  another* 

This  I  leave  in  Charge  to  all  my  posterity  to  the  End  of  the 
World  charging  every  person  of  them  to  keep  a  copy  of  this  my 
Charge  to  my  Children.  This  is  my  dying  Charge  to  my  Children.”

The  people  were  to  build  the  dam  and  do  the 
heavy  work.  Mr.  Winthrop  leased  the  mill  about  1657  to  James  Rog¬ 
ers,  a  baker,  when  he  moved  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  to  reign  as  Gover¬ 
nor.

d.  1692*  Taunton,  Mass  1658  and  in  R.  I •  the  next 
year  where  he  had  a  large  trading  Inn,  perhaps  two, 
in  North  Kingston  and  Wickford,  purchase  of  the 
sachem  in  1641,  and  this,  it  is  of  opinion,  led  to 
taking  sides  against  Samuel  Gorton  and  his  associates 
where  both  of  other  sachems  who  made  Arnold  and  com¬ 
panions  of  Providence  cry  out  against  Gorton  and  his 
friends,  who  preached  bad  doctrines  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Mass*  people,  and  thence  in  the  summer  came  the 
cruel,  if  not  perfidious,  religious  war  of  1643  against 
Gortonism*  For  this  knowledge  Smith  was  employed  with 
others  in  Oct.  1643  "to  fetch  the  cattle  from  Provi¬ 
dence",  being  the  plunder  our  forces  took  with  the 
misbelieving  prisoners.  Comp.  Col.  Rec.  11-48  with 
Winth.  11-84  and  142-8.  In  that  wide  estate  after  a 
brief  trial  at  Newtown,  L*  I.  (probably  Mass.).  He 
enjoyed  great  esteem  forty  years  as  sovereign  of  all 
Mi squamicuck,  Caucumsquissic  and  Pettaquamscut,  was 
honored  with  a  commission  as  chief  magistrate  from 
Connecticut  1671,  as  he  had  supported  their  rights 
against  the  claims  of  Providence,  who  were  favored 
by  the  royal  commission  in  1665. 

This  Richard  Smith  in  1665  bought  of  Lyon  Gardiner  the  terri¬ 
tory  on  Long  Island,  since  named  Smithtown,  near  Huntington.  He 
soon  after  bought  largely  from  the  Indians.  He  died  in  1692.  His 
grave  with  that  of  his  wife,  Sarah,  is  on  Nissequoque  Neck  in  Smith- 
town,  Long  Island. 

Richard  Smith  used  a  Bull  for  riding  about  and  was  known  as 
Bull  Smith,  to  distinguish  him  from  William  Smith  of  Brookhaven.

Copies  of  the  original  marriage  records,  1806-1865  are  in  the 
possession  of  the  Long  Island  Historical  Society,  Brooklyn. 

The  Historical  Sketch  of  First  Baptist  Church,  appearing  in 
the  1871  Minutes  of  Dutchess  Baptist  Association,  indicates  that 
"the  first  members  appear  to  have  emigrated  from  Massachusetts". 

The  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Beckwith  Odgen,  granddaughter  of  Syl¬ 
vanus  Beckwith  in  a  letter  dated  11  Nov.  1920  "Amy  Sutherland,  the 
wife  of  Sylvanus  Beckwith,  was  the  daughter  of  William  Sutherland. 
Was  she  the  daughter  of  William  of  Charlotte  Precinct  (now  Pine 
Plains)  or  William  of  Horse  Neck  ?  (Greenwich)  according  to  tradi¬ 
tion  she  was  the  daughter  by  the  second  wife  of  William  of  Char¬ 
lotte  Precinct,  in  that  case  a  daughter  by  the  second  wife". 

The  late  Douglass  Merritt  of  Rhinebeck,  N.  Y.,  in  a  letter 
dated  21  April  1921  "I  have  always  assumed  that  Amy  Sutherland 
b.  20  May  1743  d.  21  Oct.  1817,  was  the  daughter  of  the  first  Wil¬ 
liam  of  Greenwich  who  may  be  the  William  of  Bengali  (Charlotte 
Precinct)  so  called  in  my  genealogy  by  a  second  wife.  Letter  of 
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24  Aug.  1921  -  There  is  a  tradition  that  William  Sutherland  of 
Greenwich  and  Bengali  by  a  second  wife  had  a  daughter,  name  not 
certain,  who  married  Sylvanus  Beckwith."  Mr.  Merritt  further  writes 
that  "The  Sutherland  Family  is  a  very  difficult  one  to  trace  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  lack  of  records  and  the  ignorance  of  their  ancestors". 
However,  with  the  data  given  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  Amy  was 
the  daughter  of  William  of  Horse  Neck  (Greenwich)  and  Charlotte 
(Bengali)  because  all  other  William  Sutherlands  in  that  area  were 
not  old  enough  to  be  her  father. 

The  late  Aaron  F.  Randall  of  Boston,  Mass.,  in  a  letter  dated 
2  July  1911  "all  the  Westchester,  Dutchess  and  Orange  Counties, 

N.  Y.,  Sutherlands  undoubtedly  are  descended  from  William  the  immi¬ 
grant  who  settled  at  Horse  Neck  and  then  moved  to  New  Windsor  Town¬ 
ship  about  1709". 

It  would  seem  that  all  who  settled  in  Charlotte  Precinct  were 
descended  from  William  of  Greenwich,  Conn.,  and  Charlotte  Precinct, 
New  York*  Therefore,  Amy  Southerland  would  be  l/2  sister  to  Charles, 
Roger,  David,  William,  Joseph  and  John  and  a  step-grandmother  to 
Smith  Southerland. 

William  Southerland^  and  his  married  sons  Roger,  David  and 
John  moved  from  Greenwich,  Conn.,  to  Charlotte  Precinct,  New  York. 
Smith  Southerland,  his  grandson  also  lived  there  and  is  said  to 
have  lived  with  his  grandfather.  It  is  my  belief  when  Smith  Sou¬ 
therland^  father  died  and  he  being  under  age  would  be  placed  under 
his  grandfather* s  guardianship.  Smith  Southerland  later  moved  to 
Coxsackie  Town  and  according  to  the  census  of  1790  had  two  sons 
under  16  and  four  daughters • 

The  Southerlands  were  Baptist  and  a  few  of  the  Southerland 
gravestones  are  still  standing  in  the  Baptist  Cemetary  Yard  in 
Bengali,  N*  Y.  The  Southerlands  were  very  patriotic,  there  being 
not. less  than  25  from  Dutchess  Co.  and  Westchester  Co.  who  served 
in  the  Revolution. 

Regiment  raised  in  Charlotte  Precinct  of  13  companies  of 
which  David  Southerland  was  Colonel,  Roger  Southerland  was  Capt. 
of  the  10th  Company  and  Smith  Southerland  was  First  Lieut,  of  the 
5th  Company.

He  was  an  early  purchaser  of  land  and  active  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  Martha  Vineyard.  He  appears  in  Connecticut  Records  20  May
